Washington, May 27.—-There was a re- 


vival this morning of the almost daily 
rumors that Gen.Miles was about to depart 
on his trip to Tampa, which is of course, 
construed to mean the direct beginning of 
the invasion of Cuba. As & matter of 
fact there is just as much foundation to 
this statement today as daring any day in 
the past week. 


The commanding General has had for 


several days a special car repdy for him- 
self and staff lying in Pennsylvania Rail- 
road station in this city,|ready to start at 
moment's notice for Tampa. 
Ha himself 


has been anxious to depart for many days 
past and hag been restrained only because 
the conditions were not ripe for the 
movement. When that moment arrives 
the start will be made, but whether it will 
be tonight or in a week is absolutely not 
known at this moment even to General 
Miles himself. 


The calling of the conference at the 


White House yesterday has led to tho re- 
vival of the rumor of an immediate move- 
ment upon Cuba and Port Rico. It may 
be stated, however, upon the best author- 
ity that it has not yet been finally decided 
when the Cuban invasion will be begun, 
and as far as Porto Rico is concerned 
whether to attempt the occupation of 
that island at all or not. 


In other words all plans are in a tenta- 


tive state subject to alterations at any 
moment ai conditions develope. Another 
rumor which was revived today with 
some degree of plausibility, related to cer- 
tain attempts on the part of representa- 
tives of European powers to secure peace 
through direct representations to the 
United States government. 


Like other rumors this meets with an 


absolute and unqualified denial at the 
state department and so far as known 
neither in Europe through the United 
States representatives nor in Washington 
has oar government been approached on 
this subject.

Cuba Is now to be invaded, 
and Porto Rico must fall. This is the 
program.

Naval officers are turning their at- 


tention to inquiries whether it is possible 
for Admiral Cervera to get out of San- 
tiago harbor. 
They hold that this 


manoeuvre is impossible, and that being 
the case, the career of the Spanish ad- 
miral is at an end, so far as it constitutes 
a menace against our ships. 
The Brit- 


ish comment that Admiral Hornby in 1835 
escaped with his entire fleet from a har- 
bor under similar conditions, and that 
Admiral Cervera should be able to make 
his escape when he gets ready to .do so 
is not accepted. 
' 


The naval view here is just to the con- 


trary. 
It is pointed out that Admiral 


Hornby escaped from an open bay, while 
Admiral Cervera must come through a 
narrow channel about 300 feet wide, on 
which the American searchlights will 
blay continually. 
It Is stated that this 


is not mere opinion, but naval ma- 
noeuvres were carried on at Key West 


I and Tortugas a few months ago which 


furnish a positive demonstration that 
Cervera cannot make an exit without 
being discovered. 


An officer who was on board one of the 


American ships during the 
Tortugas 


movement says a sham night attack 
of torpedo boats was made upon the- 
big battleships and cruisers. The latter 
•were given no notice of the projected at- 
tact, and there was no extra guard such 
as the American ships now maintain. 
Every torpedo boat was discovered lonp- 
before It was within striking distance 
of the cruisers and battleships. 
The 


pilot of one of the attacking boats was 
so bewildered by searchlights that he 
nearly ran into a cruiser. 
The lesson 


drawn from this attack was that a night 
sally by an enemy was Impossible owing 
to the methods of discovering an ap- 
proach. 
It had shown also that the at- 


tacking fleet could not get within range, 
although they had come within range 
•f the guns on the ships attacked. 
. It is said that these manoeuvres at 
Tortugas and Key West practically rep- 
resent the situation before Santiago. If 
Cervera sent out his torpedo boats as 
scouts, they would be detected before 
they could do damage and destroyed 
by the small guns of such cruisers as 
the Montgomery. 
The American ships 


would have the advantage of concen- 
trating their entire fire upon one small 
passage, about 300 fee\ wide. 
A night 


battle is quite unusual in naval annals, 
but it has occurred. 
The Constellation 


fought tha Revenge at night, the en- 
gagement continuing for six hours in 
the darknass, during which time th» 
mainmast of the Constellation was 
carried away and the ship crippled. It 
Is believed that if Admiral Cervera at- 
tempts to escape he will choose the night 
for this movement. 


On the other hand naval officials are 


discussing the means the American com- 
mander may adopt to make exit Impos- 
sible. 
In the blockade of Charleston 


barges full of atones were sunk at the 
rhannel entrant:*, cutting off ingress and 
egress. 
A few old hulks would serve 


the same purpose In this case. 
There 


is difficulty In getting- such craft, and 
'the sinking of the derelict in the proper 
point in the channel would be attended 
with great dancer.

Washington, May 27.—The secretary 


of war sent to congress an estimate of 
deficiencies in appropriations for 
the 


quartermaster's department 
for the 


fiscal year ending June €0 and available 
until Jan. 1, 1899, amounting to $11,400,- 
000.

AN ARMY f RAGEI3Y. 


A. Gettysburg .Incident That One Han's 


Memory Will Not Tell. 


A captain on tho staff of a division com- 


mander at the battle of Gettysburg, who 
afterward became a general and com- 
manded a division himself for a time, once 
said that if be had it he would willingly 
give $1,000,000 if lie could forget and 
never recall a Gettysburg tragedy. 


"We needed every man in line," said 


the general. "Orders had been, given to 
let no well or unwonnded man go to the 
rear. Oat general bad told the whole staff 
that if we couldn't stop stragglers any 
otbqr way to shoot them down. As soon 
as the firing began a certain class fled 
from the front, and the staff flew at them 
on their horses and pushed them back into 
the ranks. It was always a job I hated. 
It made me mad, to see a fellow run away 
from hie comrades when they were in 
trouble, and I used to be rougher with 
them than I wanted to be witb any class 
of God's creatures. The enemy was press- 
ing our line very hard. A break was 
greatly feared. Back came another cluster 
of stragglers, biff, hearty fellows, who 
never stay under fire a second longer than 
they are forced to do. I made direct for 
three of them with my drawn sword. Two 
of them went back to duty. The third 
told me to go wbere it was hotter than 
that hottest day at Gettysburg and said 
he was going baok no matter if tho whole 
staff stood in the way. 'Go back to your 
place instantly,' I demanded. At that he 
cocked his rifle and was lifting the barrel 
go that I wofld gat its contents. Down 
went my sword to the ground, and out 
came ray revolver. Quicker than I can 
tell you it cracked, and the man full dead. 
Yes, it was a case of shoot him or be shot. 
I only wanted to disable him without kill- 
ing. 
A second more and he would have 


killed me." 


"Then why do you say you would give 


11,000,000 to forgat the incident?" 
"It is an awful thing to kill a human 


being. I can see just how that man fell 
back with aa oath on his lips. I don't 
like it. You wouldn't. I have commanded 
companies, a regiment, a brigade and a 
division, to do wholesale killing in battle. 
That was what we enlisted to do. Thai 
was different from shooting a man, one o1 
your own eoldiors, at your side. I shall 
always regret that it. became my duty to 
have a band in that army tragedy.1'— 
Chicago Times-Herald.

That Spain Is on the eve of a great crisis 


mil reports from Europe admit. The feel- 
Ing of unrest in Spain is alarming the 
Government, the aristocratic circle and 
the commercial and common people. 
Lately there has heen an extraordinary rise 
In exchange on Prance which one d«y 
reached 115 per cent. Taking advantage of 
the exchange, French and Belgian grain 
factors, reports dsclwe.have bonght up all 
the wheat in Spain, which they at once 
exported, realizing considerable profits, 
and when the Cortes urgently passed a 
bill forbidding the export of cereals it 
•was too late. The stock of corn and wheat 
bad already crossed the frontier. 


Buying breadstuffs abroad is an expen- 


sive business, and the price eteadily ad- 
vances in Spain, breeding discontent and 
spreading alarm. In the midst of this 
dfccontent ftom natural causes comes the 
active hostility to the government of the 
Oarliats, Republicans, Socialists and An- 
archiats, who are ready to follow General 
Weyler or any other leader whose rally- 
ing cry will be "Away with the Queen 
Begsut'." 
It has come to that point now, says the 


Buffalo News, that no change of govern- 
ment or of leaders can save the loss of 
the Spanish possessions that are now 
menaced by the United States warships. 
These are lost, Bat it is the Spanish pen- 
inanla that is now threatened, and "Who 
will save Spain 1" is the question of the 
hoar. 


PATRIOTISM'S SECOND WIND. 


In his series ot comparative reauiugs in 


the College hall of Westminster abbey re- 
cently, Stephen Phillips proceeded to il- 
lustrate Tennyson as tho poet of bis own 
age and tirao. Some critics, ho observed, 
considered that the chief function of the 
poet was t<ij)nirrar the characteristics oJ 
the Sine in which he Itoed, but he himsalf 
did not hold so extreme a view, pointing 
out that Seats, for instance, llvil entirely 
apart from aiiftast all tba tendencies of his 
day. 
Mnoh, however, of Tennyson's suc- 


cess was due to the fact that he mirrored 
tha chief tendencies and thoughts of the 
time in which he lived. 


The first illustration of this idea was 


given in a selection from the "Princess," 
in which the poat ptatuvesquely dealt with 
the queattoji of the hlgber education and 
emancipation oi women whifth was agi- 
tating the minds of men at the period in 


I which he wrote. "Lcoksley Hall" was 


next given as aa instance of the effective 
manner in which Tennyson voiced the 
thought of the day in regard to the ad- 
vance of science, this poem being written, 
as the render refflariced, at a time when 
science had praotinally only begun and 
when there was much speculation as to 
the possibilities of fntum discovery. 


Then there was the fear that science 


should end in extinguishing the old faith 
and reUgton of the country, and it WBB of 
this ooaSict between religion and science 
—which the reader thought was much 
more apparent than real — that Tennyson 
was thinking when in his famous poem 
"In Maroorism" he penned the lines be- 
ginning, "Be near me when my light ia 
low." Still another tendency of Tenny- 
son's time was the feeling among church- 
men tbnt they should give more thought 
to the wants of the poor, and in illustra- 
tion of this Mr. Phillips quoted the "In- 
vitation to F. B. Morris." 


Finally the sehder reminded bis audience 
that TantoyBon's time saw the beginning 
of tho recovery from the reaction produced 
by the French revolution, and be quoted 
two short poems in which the poet dealt 
with the new English Idea of freedom as 
"broadening down from precedent to 
precedent." Turning to Wordsworth, he 
pointed out that this poet had started with 
the most convinced hope in the French 
revolution and that when that moveiueno 
led to excesses tbexe seemed nothing left 
for him. 
Worfsworth, however, found 


two sources of consolation in nature and 
duty, and hence his "Ode to Duty," with 
which the afternoon's readings ended.— 
London Chronicle.

WAR WITH SPAIN HAS HAD A BAD EF- 


FECT ON THE SALE OF BOOKS. 


Somo Publisher*'Especially These Iming 


Maps, However, Have Actually Struck a 
Boom—TJaeertalnty of tbe Current Sltt- 


. atlon—The Babsertption Book Business. 


NEW YORK, May 87.—[Special.]—"War 


with Spain has affected the general book 
business very unfavorably," said a well 
known publisher today. "In some in- 
stances it has done worse than cut sales 
in two. I know ol ono general agent for 
subscription books who was soiling from 
$1,000 to |1,800 worth a week just before 
the opening of hostilities who is now down 
to a $300 or $400 limit, and one day recent- 
ly his entire sales were only $13. 


"Some luoky publishers, however, aro 


making money hand over fist. Tney aro 
the chaps who, either through good judg- 
ment or good luck, principally the latter, I 
guess, were all ready to put books on naval 
topics or Cuba or Spain on the market 
soon after the beginning of tho blockade. 
Luckier than these men have been the war 
map publishers. Their sales have been 
simply enormous. I know of one single 
order for 500,000 copies of a certain cheap 
war atlas, and the presses of its publishers 
are working sights,, days and Sundays. 
But their war luck has not all been good. 
They had just got ready a large and expen- 
sive set of Klondike maps for which a large 
sale was anticipated when the trouble be- 
gan. Undoubtedly these maps would have 
gone off excellently had peace been main- 
tained, but war stopped the sale almost 
completely and the edition has now been 
packed away—perhaps for a few months 
and perhaps forever. 


I4ke a Wet Blanket. 


"What bade fair to be unprecedented 


sales of certain works of fiction were 
smothered by the outbreak of war as a 
growing flame is sometimes extinguished 
by a wet blanket. A certain book on the 
Greco-Turkish war bad begun to go off 
like hot cakes, but within a week after 
Sampson's fleet began to patrol the coast 
of Cuba it was evident that the book was 
destined to fall flat, and the publisher has 
had to revise his entire season's plan of 
advertising. Interest in war news is so 
intense that nobody has time or inclina- 
tion to read much except the newspapers, 
and those who read books at all turn their 
attention almost exclusively to works bear- 
Ing specifically upon the topic of para- 
mount interest. 


"What makes the situation more puz- 


zling is the entire uncertainty of things. 
If I knew the war would last a year, I 
should go to work and arrange for the 
production of a special line of works which 
I am morally certain would sell, but the 
war may be over with in two or three 
months, and in that case I fear there would 
be little or no sale for the books I have in 
mind. I made some investigations of the 
trade through a great distributing agency 
yesterday, my notion being that If there 
seemed a certain sale for it I would have a 
new edition of a work on Cuba, descriptive 
and historical, which I put out two or 
three years ago, prepared, but I was ad- 
vised not to do so. 
" 'We have tons and tons of Cuban lit- 


erature in hand,' said the manager, 'and, 
while the demand in sight will probably 
absorb the whole of our present stock, the 
future is too uncertain for me to advise 
you to make any-outlay in that direction. 
Of course there will be a demand for books 
about the war after it is all over, but you 
can't get out anything of that sort now.' 


Too lAt« and Too Early. 


"So you Bee the present is not a good 


time to bring out new books on the war. 
It is both too late and too early. For this 
reason I shall not modify the nature of 
my business at all this summer, but you 
may be very sure I shall keep a weather 
eye out for good things in that line by and 
by. There will of course be a genuine 
boom In war literature after the last gun 
has been fired, and the correspondents who 
are now kicking and complaining at 
Tampa and Key West because little Is 
happening and they are forbidden to send 
news of that little will then be in clover—- 
that is, if the war lasts any time. I sup- 
pose that a speedy conclusion of hostilities 
•would cut the coining boom down propor- 
tionately, and, on the whole, that would 
be a good thing for the general book trade 
as well as for most business, for it would 
insure a return to normal conditions just 
so much the sooner. 


"A big boom in war books would have 


one effect on the literature of the country 
that not many have thought of piobably. 
It would tend to lower the style of the 
writers, since each would try his best to 
get out his book first in order to catch the

the Trouble* Hotel Clerk* Have

"The suporstitlon about 13 works both 


ways in tho hotel business," volunteered 
the proprietor of one of our hotels, "though 
in the great majority of oases it is against 
any room that is numbered 13. People 
who are strong enough to resist nearly all 
other popular superstitions fall down 
when the 18 case arises for their considera- 
tion and especially when they are shown 
to a room having that number. In a great 
Dumber of hotels the rooms numbered 18 
are used for storage rooms or linen oloseta 
and the like, though in many of tho most 
modern there is no room 13, tho jump be- 
ing made from 12 to 14. This is no doubt 
tho best way to get out of the trouble as 
far as tho guests are concerned, but some 
extra sensitive persons will notice tho 
jump and fight shy of 14 as well, for they 
can see it the numbering was properly 
carried out it would bear the supposed 
fatal otfonfortnnate number. In my hotel 
there is a room 13, and, I assure yon, it is 
oftener vacant than occupied. 


"Only a few weeks since one of the men

As 13 was 
empty, as usual, the clerk sent him to it, 
thinking that he was not affected by the 
superstition. He noticed the number be- 
fore he got to the door and refused the 
room, saying that he wuuiu not occupy 
it under any circumstances. He then told 
the clerk that he had studied into the su- 
perstition as far as it related to poll tics 
and had learned that in the lart three pres- 
idential conventions the men who were to 
nominate the popular candidate for presi- 
dent by circumstances were put into 
rooms in the convention cities numbered 
13 and that in each case their candidates 
were defeated for .nomination. He thought 
the 13 did the business for them as much 
as anything else and maybe more than 
all things else combined. Now, while this 
Is trns, there are those who prefer 13 to 
any other cumber and especially those 
who are members of the so called 13 clubs, 
who hold their meetings on the 13th of the 
months, have IS at each table at the din- 
ners and the like. If it was not tor these, 
a room numbered 13 would be just so 
much lost space in a hotel."—Washington 
Star.

The Subscription Book Business. 
It will be remembered that the big de- 


mand for volumes on the civil war had a 
good deal to do with the rapid growth of 
the subscription publishing business thirty 
odd years ago. There are some in the 
trade who predict that a similar boom in 
that branch of tho business may come 
again after peace is declared, but I am 
hardly prepared to say I agree with them. 
The great majority of the cheaply got up, 
high priced subscription books of tie sixties 
nnd seventies were found among the un- 
Bcholarly who had few books and of course 
had never heard of buying books of any 
sort as cheaply as they can be bought now. 
Agents got from 40 to 60 per cent, and 
with the books selling at from $8 to 83 a 
volume it was a poor canvasser who could 
not earn from (3 to $5 a day.. 


"Now, however, the old prices could 


hardly be realized, and with percentages 
the same as they were then agents' earn- 
ings would be away below the 'old figures 
even if sales as great as those of other days 
were realized. Notwithstanding all this I 
am assured that plans aro already in hand 
to try to revive subscription book publish- 
ing in all its old time glory, and these 
plans may succeed. 


This seems the mow possible as •ome 


few publishers have carried on tho sub- 
scription business with almubL uimbuteu 
success all through the long period of gen- 
eral slump in that branch of the trade. A 
revival thereof would be a boon to the 
poor college students of the land and save 
hundreds, maybe thousands, from the ne- 
cessity of earning money every vacation M 
waiters at the summer hotels."

The viaitor is impressed at first glance 


with the mountings of the pictures, which 
are remarkably artistic, and calculated to 
jive each p:o;ure an individuality that 
loss rfot conflict with the harmony of tbe 
complete exhibition. The subjects chosen 
for the pictures are with few exceptions 
very simple, and there is littlt. attempt at 
securing posing or elaborate backgrounds.

TWO HEROES AT A FIRE, 


Daring Rescue of Three by a Police- 


man and a Fireman, 
ft 


Pire Fighter Held by Ankles 


on a Roof. 


Deathlik* Silliness Among the Observers Dur- 


ing the Perilous Work. 


Boston, May 27.—Officer Kolly and 


Fireman Hogan last night proved to the 
entire satisfaction of 4000 people that 
they were in no wise lacking in the at* 
tributes which go to ^jake up the true 
hero when they took two frightened 
•women and an infant from a third-story 
•window during the progress of a fire. 
The rescued people are Mary Rosen- 
thai, 25 years old, her child Rachel, 7 
months, and Rose Looke, 20, whose hands 
were badly cut by breaking glass. 


In company with Kelly, Hogan tried 


to get up the stairs, and, finding tins 
impossible, the two men rushed to tha 
roof of the adjoining structure, which 
they found to be 20 feet higher than the 
roof of the burning building. Without 
pausing a moment, both Jumped down, 
Kelly slightly spraining1 liis ankle; and 
then, Hogan lying down, the policeman 
grasped him by the ankles and slid him. 
over the edge, where he was enabled to 
reach the endangered ones, and, after 
hanging in midair some moments, draw 
them up. 


In the meantime the ladders had ar- 


rived, and were soon hoisted to the roof, 
when, amid the cheers of the gathered 
thousands, the men descended with the 
rescued ones. Then it was found that 
Miss Locke had ba'dly cut both her 
hands while breaking glass in the third- 
story in order to get air. 
During the 


progress of the rescue a death-like still- 
ness prevailed in the throng in the 
streets, but after it had been effected the 
cheering continued for full<-10 minutes, 
many of the spectators trying to break 
through the police lines in order to carry 
Kelly and Hogan on their shoulders.

ORCHARD AND GARDEN. 


Propagation by root cuttings is practica- 


ble and easy with plums, cherries and all 
stone fruits. 


Give currants plenty of room and good 


cultivation. 
Use white hellebore to keep 


off the worms. 


Dwarf pear trees are much Inclined to 


overbear, and overbearing is a prolific 
cause of poor fruit. 


Grapes like their roots near the surface; 


therefore the food for them should be ap- 
plied near the surface. 


Maturing fruit tends to exhaust a tree; 


hence the necessity of feeding bearing 
trees by fertilizing the ground. 


By beginning to plow the orchard when 


It is planted and keeping it up the roots 
grow down out of reach of the plow. 


The peach tree is a rapid grower and 


needs liberal manuring. So far aa possible 
all the manure should be well rotted. 


Use care in spraying the foliage of the 


peach, plum and cherry. All are more 
susceptible to injury than that of the ap- 
ple or pear. 


Some reasons for the popularity of the 


Ben Davis apple are its large size, bright 
red appearance, productiveness and good 
keeping qualities. 


Where space is rather limited the best 


plan is to prune the trees up from the 
ground a few feet, so that the ground un- 
der thorn can be used. 


In spraying young leaves are less injured 


than those fully developed and those on 
weak trees than those that are vigorous 
and healthy.—Exchange. 


POULTRY POINTERS, 


Be sure to provide plenty of shade for 


fowls during the summer. 


In quantity of eggs pullets will excel, 


but not in quality for hatching. 


"With guineas—to insure fertile eggs—It 


will be best to keep them in pairs. 


When a chicken picks itself frequently, 


it is a good indication that it is lousy. 


A good dust bath will help materially in 


keeping the fowls in a good condition. 


Turkeys are good foragers and will pick 


up their food from the fields during the 
summer. 


Care and cleanliness in feeding fowls 


will be richly repaid in increasing health 
and thrift. 


As a rule if the hens take to roosting 


out of doors it will be found that the quar- 
ters are lousy. 


Fowls may eat too much grain or meat 


for their health, but of milk they may 
drink all they want. 


The evening rations of both ducks and 


turkeys should be scattered near the roost- 
ing places.—St. Louis Republic.

Power Exerted on a Bicycle. 


Some recent results of te=ts made by 


Professor Carpenter of Cornell to deter- 
mine the power required to drive bicy- 
cles may be of more interest to electric- 
al engineers if reduced to their familiar 
unit of power, the watt. These testa 
bhow that for a speed of five miles an 
hour on a good level road the rider 
works at the rate of about 19 watts, 
which ie about one-third the power 
used in an ordinary 1G candle power in- 
candescent lamp. At ten miles an hour 
the power applied by the rider is about 
UO watts, and for hard, continuous rid- 
ing 100. For a short period a good rid- 
er can work at the rate of about 250 
watts. Every lighted incandescent lamp 
therefore consumes about the same 
amount of power as that developed by 
three bicycle riders under the ordinary 
conditions, while it is possible for a 
rider to expend about as much power as 
is required for about five of these lamps. 
—Electrical Engineer.

QUAINT AND INEXPENSIVE ALBUMS TO BE USED 


BY.OUR BRAVE VOLUNTEERS—HOW 


TO MAKE THEM. 


There is so little that the American 


wife, mother or sister can do for her 
soldier relatives that the inspiration of 
a young woman who contributes some- 
thing new to the list of articles which 
may be added to the volunteer's kit 
vill be hailed with delight. The latest 
thing in this line is a souvenir book 
gayly decorated with patriotic designs. 


The covers of the book may be bought 


of any bookbinder and covered with 
linen, silk, satin or leather, as the mak- 
er desires. The small books in which 
traveling salesmen carry their samples 
will also do excellently, as the cover will 
hide the printed name on the back of 
the bo^V. Inside the cover should be 
pasted a. small map of Cuba so that the 
soldier may from day to day mark his 
position upon the map for the future in- 
formation of his relatives. 


A small pocket should be attached to 


the back of the book for the safe keep- 
ins of letters and a small supply of 
thin note paper, say a quire, and a few 
envelopes. A slender pencil attached 
by a silken cord to the book will pre- 
vent the loss of the pencil. In one page, 
which may be of heavy cardboard, oval 
frames may be cut and small photo- 
graphs of the soldier's dearest put into 
them. If the soldier is an amateur pho- 
tographer, 
and in these progressive 


days one man out of ten is, special pages 
of tissue paper should be inserted to 
keep the pictures from blurring. It is 
not likely, however, thac in the cam- 
paign there will be any chance to de- 
velop the films, even to make blue 
prints, so the quantity of tissue paper 
need not be extravagant. 


Very small cameras, not exceeding a 


few inches in diameter, can now be 
bought, and some of these are especially 
arranged to hold 100 films. A soldier's 
set of pictures illustrating camp life 
would be most interesting to the friends 
at home.

How to Restore Engravings. 


To clean engravings and prints if 


they are discolored and soiled, and to re- 
store them to their original white color, 
place the picture on a drawing board, 
fastening it securely at one end with 
drawing pins to prevent it from slip- 
ping. 


When this is done, cover it thinly 


with finely powdered common salt 
squeezing lemon juice over the salt to 
partially dissolve it. Have ready a ket- 
tle of boiling water and, having raisec 
one end of the board to an angle of 
about 45 degrees, proceed to pour thi: 
from the spout over the picture till th 
sail and lemon juice are thoroughly 
washed off. 


Let the print dry slowly on the slop 


ing board and when dry place it in a 
bath of very weak solution of isinglass 
When it has dried sufficiently for the 
surface gloss from the v/ater to have 
disappeared, it should .be placed be 
tween folds of blotting paper, whicl 
should be laid between two smooth 
boards, over which heavy books are pu 
as weights. When perfectly dry, a clean 
piece of white paper should be placet* 
on the face of the picture, over whicl 
an iron is passed to restore the gloss. 


The Care of the Linen Closet. 


Once a year at least everything in 


the linen closet should be taken down 
and given a 
thorough overlooking. 


Sheets which are beginning to show 
signs of wear in the middle can be made 
to last a long time by having the sides 
turned to the middle. It is important 
tn do this at tha right moment, for if 
they are already very thin or in holes 
the work, which must necessarily be of 
the best description to avoid a notice- 
able ridge in the sheet, would not repay 
the time and trouble expended upon it. 
Should the middle portion of a sheet be 
too much worn to be utilized In this 
way the sides will probably be' found 
good enough to provide material for 
some pillowcases.

Prostrations 
at Lakeland. 
Women 


Offer Their Homes for Soldiers. 


The men of Camp Massachusetts at 


Lakeland, are weary of the heat, the 
sameness of food and vague speculation of 
what their next move may be, and 
will gladly hail any kind of a chanze that 
will relieve them from their humdrum in- 
activity. 
Whatever might be the result 


of the Cuban climate at this season of the 
year oa the regulars, it is quite certain 
that the volunteers would suffer great"1 
hardiihip were they put into the ene- 
my's country before undergoing the phy- 
sical change which a transfer from a tem- 
perate to a tropical zone is sure to work 
in the human system. 


Heat prostrations are a daily occur- 


rence in the camp, but fortunately the 
effects of such prostrations are not BO se- 
rioni as similar ones in the north. 
A 


melancholy spectacle it is to see four men 
with a stretcher load of heat-jaded hu- 
manity marching to the hospital tents. 
This is of such frequent occurrence that 
little note is made of it now. 


A man hurries from one of the com- 


pany street?, salutes an officer and re- 
ports that private so-and-so has been 
overcome. 
He is directed to someone 


else ,who hands out a stretcher, and the 
victim of too much sun is taken to the 
sick tent. Such reports should cause no 
uneasiness among: the friends of the 
second, however, for these minor inci- 
dents aside, the health of the regiment is 
first rate. 


If word comes to move the 2d will be 


found hilariously enthusiastic; another 10 
days of the monotony of camp life would 
so pall upon them that they would prefer 
the dangers and inconveniences of the 
rainy season in Cuba to the steady heat 
and inaction in Lakeland. 


The women of Lakeland have organized 


a .hospital corps and sent word to the 
camps that they will care for any sick 
soldier whose chance of recovery would 
be enhanced by being removed from the 


field to some one of the Lakeland homes.

W. S. Archer, now with New York troops 
at Chickamauga, will be of much local in- 
terest:

May 23. 
We arrived here last Saturday after a 


hard trip of three days, during which we 
were in ten states and the District of Co- 
lumbia, 
No Pullman sleepers on our 


train. 


This morning we packed up our stuff 


again and moved a few rods up the grove, 
which reminds me of the woods back of 
our house. This is a delightful place, the 
only drawbacks being the lack of water 
andlthe very hot weather. The mercury 
today stands at 94 degrees in the shade 
bat we do not seem to mind it much. 


We are obliged to carry all water used 


in camp fally a milo and a half. If it were 
from the "cold spring" we wouldn't at 
all mind tho lug, but the water is about 
the color of good coffee and not remark- 
ably cold. There is little complaining 
heard however, for no matter how much 
the boys suffer, their pride forbids grumb- 
ling. 


We have been working since our tents 


were pitched, cleaning up our company 
street and I think you would be much 
pleased with the appearance of oar 
surroundings. I have been at work re - 
moving leaves, roots, etc., with Ge-rge 
Hollister.a fine fellow, whose brother Jack 
was the Williams famous baseball pitcher. 
We have two Williams men in our com- 
pany and several more in our regiment 
including the Drapers, 


I inclose a wild rose p'cked a short 


distance from our tent. I gathered a large 
bunch of them as well as many other 
wild flower quite new to me. For a time 
my mmd wondered back to our woods 
and I forgot (all about war until I returned 
to our tented home and resumed my du- 
ties. 


We will probably remain her* a morth 


at least, and if Sampson gets a crack at 
the Spanish fleet I doubt if we are or- 
dered to Cuba.

PAVING 


Discussed by Central Labor Union. 


Complaints at Berkshire Mills. 


The regular meeting of the Central 


Labor onion was held Thursday evening 
and the important business transacted 
was the appointment of a committee to 
wait on the commissioner of public works 
to try to have the nine hour law applied 
to the paving jobs. The specifications 
for the paving require that/preference 
shall be given to local labor, but nothing 
is said about the nine hour law. 


A delegation from the weavers' union 


of Adams was presentand had a grievance 
not only on accr unt of the recent cat down 
in the Berkshire mills but in the way the 
cloth is measured. Upon this discussion 
a committee was appointed from the Cen- 
tral Labor Union to wait on Mr. Plunkett 
at Adamp. It is claimed by the weavers 
that $4 and $5 a week is the pay that can 
be made at weaving under the present 
scale of wages. 


The claim is that the cloth is paid for 


in cuts of 100 yards and that it has been 
the custom to make these cuts several 
yards over the 100, which extra was not 
paid for. The union' believes this has 
been dona without the knowledge of the 
management. The weavers' union of Ad- 
ams will consider the cut down separ- 
ately. • 


All the saloons in this city ore comply- 


ing with the union rules with the excep- 
tion of one, and the proprietor of that 
place was giTen until today to comply 
which he promised to do. 


The thanks of the union was extended 


to Lawyers Parkhurst, Couch1 and Ma- 
genis for their services when an eight- 
hour ordinance was under discussion.
